LOSS IS NEARLY $200,000 


Blaze Started in Iroquois Club on 
the Sixth Floor. 


SENSATIONAL ESCAPES FROM BUILDING 


Half Dozen Persons Are Hurt Dur- 
ing Progress of the Con- 
flagration. 


Chicago, March 30.—The Columbia, the- 
ater, ore of the oldest and Mies popular 
playhouses in the city, was destroyed by 
fire this afternoon, entailing a total loss 
of $190,000. 

The fire was discovered in the laundry 
of the Iroquois Club, which occupied 
apartments on the sixth floor of the duiid- 
ing. The flames spread with great rapid- 
ity and within ten minutes after the 
discovery of the fire the theater was 
beyond saving. Occupants of the bullding 
and employees of the theatér and the 
club were driven to the streets in such 
haste that in the excitement three women 
were overcome.

‘“During the tirst decade Baptists 
creased in numbers from 8&v,'#) in 
United States to 172,972, grouped in 
churches and presided over by 1,Wo 
tors. Seventeen = states composed 
union at that time, and Baptists 
well distributed throughout all of 
Virginia led the denominational 
with 30,660, While Georgia, coming 
Kentucky and New York, occupi: the 
fourth place with 14,/61 members. Tie 
tirst decade was ga rema-cKable period for 
widespread revivals. The second decade 
was the era of general quickening on 
the subject of education. Brown univer- 
Sity Was founded as early lit’, but 
Was still, at the period named, the orly 
degree-conferring ips.mtution under Bap- 
fist control. It is but the simple truth 
to say that Baptists as a mass were 
ingifferent or hostile to ministerial edu- 
cation. Here and there, however, as in 
the Philadelphia association, the Charles- 
ton association and tne Warren associa- 
f!lon of Rhode Island were conspicucus 
leaders who realized the character, dig- 
nity, and progress of the denomination 
depended upon the culture of its repre- 
sentatives. The Baptists of Georg.a, it 
Must not be forgotten, Made an earnest 
effort during the first decade of the cen- 
tury to found a college, but the time 
Was not ripe for the accomplishment of 
their purpose, Indeed, from the first Geor- 
gia Baptists were led by ministers and 
members of the churches of sound leurn- 
ing and deep devotion to its dissemination 
everywhere. Conspicuous among these 
were Henry Holcombe, grandfather of 
the late Dr. Henry Holcombe Tucker, 
some time president of Mercer university 
énd later chancellor of the University 
ot Georgia, and Adeil Sherwood, a naiive 
Of New York, a graduate of Union col- 
lege, and under-graduate of Andover The- 
ological seminary, The conversion of 
Adoniram Judson and Luther 
Baptist sentiments in 1812, while under 
appointment as foreign missionaries of 
arother denomination, exerted a powerful 
effect on education among saptists in 
America. Those men had enjoyed the 
advantages of thorough training both in 
college and theological seminarv. Their 
scholarship was one ,sctor in the forces 
which induced them to accept Baptist 
doctrines. Luther Rice. who returned 
from Burmah to stir up in our church 
greater zeal and literality for foreign 
missions, soon turned aside to the funda- 
mental work of fostering the upspring 
revival of interest in general and minis- 
teria] education, Evangelization of the 
heathen always reacted on our brethren 
to provide education for the i]literate at 
home. Georgia, like al] the States, felt 
the effect of Luther Rice’s efforts. In- 
deed, one of the defects of the general 
association (now called the state conven- 
tion) organized in 1822, was, to quote the 
exact words, ‘to afford an opportunity to 
those who may conscientiously think i! 
their duty to form a fund for the edu- 
cation of pious young men who may be 
called by the spirit ana their churen 
the Christian minisxry: amd to 
plous and useful eduction in the 
denomination.’

Be- 
sides these there are academies and high 
siools of character and reputation in 
Various sections of the state controlled 
by boards of trustees whose members are 
Baptists. Our district associations, al- 
most without exception, give regular and 
earnest consideration of the subject of 
education at every annual session. So 
that it is perhaps safe to say that Georgia 
Baptists have never been more generally 
Or more heartily interested in the train- 
ing of the rising generation that during 
the past conventional year. 

‘“‘None the less after all that the Bap- 
tists and other denominations and tne 
state itself have expended on our schools, 
public and private, the unpleasant fact 
remains that illiteracy abounds in Geor- 
gia. It is confined to no one section of 
the state. Black apots of ignorance dot 
the map of north Georgia, middie Geor- 
gia and south Georgtfa. The percentage 
or illiteracy in the white population ol 
school age reaches .twenty-four in one 
county and a number of counties share 
the pnhappy record of 16, 14, 12 and 8 per 
cent. Thousands of Georgia white boys 
and girls, notwithstanding the long es- 
tablishment of the pubiie schools system 
and the minimum cost of education in pay 
schools, are growing up around us In 
mental darkness to be the easy victims of 
imposture, vice and crime. Where they 
escape these evils and remain honest 
and virtuous they are shut up to narrow 
lives and groveling toil. Saved thoug” 
they may be through the preaching of tne 
gospel, they must \be, while still encased 
in ignorance, incapable of Much progress 
er power as*moral and spiritual forces 
among their fellows. Illiteracy in the 
state at this time Is a disgrace to those 
who must confess it to the census taker 
and illiteracy in our churches, except in 
the rarest cases, Is a dead weight of 
denominational degradation, | which 
neither God nor man will longer ex- 
cuse. Next to intemperance the worst 
foe to the advancement 
Christ in Georgia is ignorance. Ignorance 
is an enemy to the bodies, minds and 
souls of our people which this convention 
may solemnly organize to drive out of 
their homes and against ignorance we 
must continue to present a solid front of 
embattled array.

They Assembled in Mass Meeting Last 
Night. = 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


First Ward Residents Believe They 
Are Discriminated Against. 


MAYOR'S RECENT VETO WAS DISCUSSED 


Residents of Peters Street Appeal to 
City Council To Pass the Or- 
dinance Despite Him. 


Resolutions calling upon the mémbers 


pass the FPeters 
Street paving ordinance over the veto of 
the mayor were adopted last night by the 
citizens of the first ward, assembled in 
mass meeting at 244 Peters street, The 
steering committee, which has had thr 
matter in charge, was increased by about 
ten namé2s, and every man in the hall 
pledged himself both to work for the pas- 


| sage of the ordinance next Monday after- 


noon and to be present during the meet- 
ing of the council. 

It was an enthusiastic meeting, and was 
more largely attended than any that has 
occurred in the ward since the residents 
of that street have been working for the 
paving. From the speeches made last 
night it could be readily seen how deeply 
the residerts of the street are interested 
in the movement to pave the thorcugh- 
fare, 

The meeting was presided over by J. R. 
Smith, chairman of the steering commit- 
tee. A number of speeches were made, 
some by gentlemen wno are not residents 
of the ward, and they promised to do all 
in their power to aid the movement. 

The following residents of the first ward 
were added to the steering committee: 

W. W. Anderson, Henry Harper, Edgar 
Jones, O. G. Booth, J. T, Bullard, I. B. 
Eubanks, G. T. Eubanks, J. F. Fuller, Sid

The following resolutions .were adopted 
unanimously; 

Whereas Peters street, considered 
either from the point of travel or busi- 

:yness, is one of the principal streets of 
the city, and for years pxust its pave- 
ment has been so worn end uneven as 
to become almost impassable, so much 
so that the fire department cannot 
travel over it in case of fire, nor the 
people in case of rain: and, 

W her: by reason of the ownership 
by the railroads of a large part of the 
frontage on the street cn one side, it 
has been impossible to get the owners 
of the requisite number of front feet to 
petition for assessment werk, the rail- 
roads refusing to sign; and, 

Whereas the county commissioners, 
recognizing the value of the street and 
its importance connecting the city 
with the commerce of seven near-by 
counties, have offered to bear one-nalf 
of the expense of new pavement on 
this street; and, 

Whereas the property owners have 
already paid for the pavement now on 
said street, and which when used as a 
base for new pavement renders’ the 
cos. of the new pavement comparu- 
tively small: and, 

Whereas the city council has almost 
unanimously voted to accept this prop- 
osition of the cvynty, and bear one- 
half of the expense of the new pave- 
ment, this being very little more than 
its proportion would have been under 
the assessment ptan, to-wit: one-sixth, 
and yet the honorable mayor has seen 
fit to veto the will of the council, 
Stating there no money for this 
work, and that it is a ‘‘bad precedent’’ 
providing for free pavement, although 
the city council has heretofore express- 
ly set apart the sum now asked for, 
and this sum appears on the apportion- 
ment sheet for the present year. and

sides he has made no fight on the ap- 
propriation of exactly the same amount 
this year for that improvement, 
though {t cost the city about $7,000 to 
widen the stfeet before it could even 
begin upon the improvement. 

The good citizens of ‘Capitol avenue 
are now enjoying a pavement laid un- 
der a like proposition, and no ery was 
raised upon their petition about ‘‘pre- 
.cecent.’ 

Yet, when Feters strect secures a 
similar proposition, for the first time 
we hear the cry, “bad precedent.’’ We 
appeal to the fair-minded citizenship 
of Atlanta from this iniustic No 
section of the city has rec eived les 
assistance;from the-public than ‘this. 
It has become a proverb. that the first 
ward is one of the neglected portions 
of the city. We feel that-we are being 
discriminated agairst. and that when 
we secure the co-operation of the 
caunty for the improvement of our 
section, we are turned down upon 
trivial and incorrect statements. We 
ask for fair play, and for the sime 
treatment that the city has accorded 
other sections, under similar proposi- 
tiors.

It 
was said that this had been accomplished 
the consolidaittion® of the two rival 
lines, or rather by the absorption of the 
Atlanta railway properties by President 
Atkinson’s company. 

This interesting rumpr lacks positive 
confirmation. Mr. Hurt is still in New 
York and Mr. Atkinsun is in Boston. 

Mr. Atkinson was seen by a correspond- 
ent of The Constitution in Boston yester- 
day, and asked for a gtatement about ihe 
reported deals. He positively refused to 
be interviewed or discuss either newspa- 
per or street railroad reports. He said 
that he didn’t care to say anything about 
the report that he and his associwites had 
purchased The Journal and woul@ neither 
confirm nor deny the reported sale. 

When pressed for a statement concern- 
ing the rumor that the two rival street 
railwav companies had been or would be 
consolidated, he said that the consolida- 
tion might have taken place during his 
absence from Atlanta, but he could not 
affirm the report.
